Extend Benefits 


To War Veterans 


OTTAWA, Feb. 8—(CP) — The 
government announced last night 
in an order-in-council that Cana- 
dian veterans of Allied forces now 
are entitled to benefits of the War 
Service Grants Act, the Veterans 
Rehabilitation Act, the Veterans 
Land Act and treatment regyla- 
tions, 

PREVIOUSLY THOSE benefits 
had been extended to Canadians 
who served in His Majesty's forces 
other than Canadian. Two essential 
qualifications are that the veteran 
left Canada to join the forces of an 
Allied country or was living in an 
Allied country when he joined and 
that he return to Canada within 
two years after discharge. 

The Grants Act covers gratuities 
and re-establishment credits, the 
Rehabilitation Act educational, out- 
of-work, temporary incapacity and 
other benefits, and the Land Act 
provides assistance for men who 
wish to settle on farms or small 
holdings. 

Deducted will be benefits re- 
ceived from the country served.

War demands and requirements 
for the UNRRA program have 
caused skimmed-milk powder pro- 
duction in Canada to attain con- 
siderable volume, Dr. E. G. Hood, 
head of the dairy research branch 
of the federal department of agri- 
culture, said in an interview here 
Friday. 

OR. HOOD, who works in the 
science service of the department, 
is in Edmonton to attend the an- 
nual convention of the Alberta 
Dairymen’s Association, opening 
here next week. 

Experiments are now being car- 
ried out at the Dominion labor- 
atory in Ottawa on the utilization 
of buttermilk in powdered form 
with considerable success, Dr, Hood 
stated, 

Most of the work at the laboratory 
is now directed at improvement of 
quality of Canadian dairy products. 


ELIMINATION OF flavor defects 
in various products, with cheese in 
particular being given close atten- 
tion is the basic objective of work 
being done in the dairy research 
laboratory. 

He pointed out that the challenge 
to feed the starving millions of 
Europe has resulted in the utiliza- 
tion of skimmed milk products on 
a considerable scale.

Review Margins 4 
On Stock Buying 


OTTAWA, Feb. 8.—(CP) — Bank- 
ing officials and heads of Canadian 
stock exchanges have been holding 
conferences concerning the margins 
required on stock purchases 
through exchanges, it was learned 
yesterday, but the information 
available was that it was too soon 
to forecast whether any ehanges 
would be made. 

These discussions were said to 
have started after the New York 
Stock Exchange recently insisted 
on 100 per cent cash for all pur- 
chases in Wall Street. 

ACTUAL ORDER would come 
from the stock exchange boards to 
change the margin requirements, 
but it was understood such action 
would be taken only if the Bank 
of Canada, the chartered banks 
and the trust companies agreed on 
such a step. It would not be work- 
able if exchanges insisted on one 
scale of margins and the banks and 
trust companies followed another 
scale in their loans to purchasers. 

The existing ruling is that a 
pet cent margin must be put up 
and maintained by the purchaser 
of all stocks costing less than $4. 

In the bond market Dominion 
bonds require only a five point 
margin and other bonds range 
from 15 per cent to 25 per eent 
margin.

Co-operate With the Police 


It is somewhat shocking to learn that 
during the month of January city police con- 
stables on their downtown beats found no 
fewer than 100 business premises unlocked 
after business hours. , 

These 100 unlocked business premises 
were open invitations, not only to profes- 
sional burglars, but to undisciplined juven- 
iles on the prowl for illicit adventure, 

This latter point is, perhaps, the most 
serious feature of the situation, 

This carelessness on the part of propri- 
etors, of course, adds immeasurably to the 
work of the police department. But even this 
is secondary to the fact that temptation is 
offered to boys and young men who might 
be led, by someone’s dereliction, to take the 
first step into a life of crime, 

Citizens should not expect miracles of 
the police. They are entitled to complete 
Police protection only after they themselves 
have taken every possible precaution to safe- 
guard their belongings from thieves, ama- 
teur and professional. 

The householder or business man who 
fails to make his premises secure is simply 
asking for trouble.

Lost Overseas Parcels 


The Canadian post office department 
owes it to the Canadian public to make a 
frank statement about what is being done 
about the large number of overseas parcels 
that have “gone astray” since the end of the 
war. 

Complaints have been made not only by 
individuals but by firms which make up 
parcels of foodstuffs, on order, for shipment 
to service men and women still stationed in 
Britain and continental Europe. 

The insurance companies, it is said, have 
traced many of these losses to leakages into 
the English black market. One is moved to 
wonder at what point of transportation these 
leakages occur, and, since the insurance 
companies can trace the destination of the 
lost parcels, why the post office department 
cannot trace those employees who are re- 
sponsible for it. 

This pilfering is particularly reprehens- 
ible at a moment when an acute food short- 
age in Britain makes the contents of these 
parcels all the more precious to the Cana- 
dian addressees on active service abroad. 

Doubtless the post office department is 
doing something to remedy this absurd and 
iniquitous situation, The public would like to 
know what it is, 


It Could Have Been 


Delay in reaching agreement on the re- 
vision of the financial and functional rela- 
tions between the Dominion and the prov- 
ices threatens to postpone the launching of 
reconstruction programs by both federal and 
provincial governments, Indeed, set-back of 
these plans seems to be inevitable, 

Until it is known what sources of revenue 
the Dominion is to have and what subsidies 
and enabling allowances the provinces are 
to receive, neither can know what scale of 
expenditure it is safe to. undertake, What 
these financial resources will be cannot now 
be determined until toward the end of April 
at the earliest, for the conference does not 
resume until the 25th of that month. More 
likely it will be well into May before decisions 
are reached and a bargain finally struck. 

By that time the provincial legislatures 
will have finished their regular sessions, and 
parliament will be working its way through 
the charted sessional agenda. None of these 
bodies can include its reconstruction pro- 
gram complete in the draft of business for 
its coming session, At best it will be safe to 
include only projects which can be carried 
through with the financial resources now 
available—for it is possible that the confer- 
ence will again fail to reach agreement and 
the present set-up continue indefinitely, 

It is very unfortunate that reconversion 
plans should be hampered in this way, for 
there is need that all the governments get 
ahead with their undertakings on a broad 
scale in time to take full advantage of the 
coming construction season. Nor is there 
any profit now in emphasizing where the 
blame lies for the delay, But as a matter of 
record it is to be noted that Premier Drew 
of Ontario is the man chiefly at fault, He 
could as well have stated his position and 
formulated his proposals months ago, and 
thus made it possible that a settlement could 
be arrived at when the federal and provincial 
representatives got together last month, 


A Poor Get-Away

tablish the initial prestige so highly desir- 
able for a body charged with such vast 
powers and responsibilities. 

The Council in fact got away to a bad 
start, through no fault of its own. When 
the members took their chairs for the first 
time they found on the table before them a 
request that they declare the presence of 
British troops in Greece to be a menace to 
international peace. The accusation came 


from Moscow, and was of course duly sup- 
ported by M. Vishinsky, 
It happened that Mr. Ernest Bevin is not 
4 
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a man to take a charge of that kind lying 
down, nor to seek an easy “out” by evasion. 
He demanded that the Council take a vote 
on the question, and so either condemn Bri- 
tain or free it of the imputation officially 
and completely. 

Then came the curious turn in the affair 
—the comedy interlude, it could be called if 
the matter were less grave. M. Vishinsky 
didn’t want a vote, and said so in most 
emphatic terms, He even invoked Russia’s 
right of veto to prevent a vote being taken. 
Moscow, he found, had put him on the spot, 
for there was no doubt what the verdict 
would be. 

In the end, Premier Stalin or M, Molotof 
broke the deadlock by withdrawing the 
accusation unreservedly, and M. Vishinsky 
> mee the withdrawal with obvious re- 
ief. 

All’s well that ends well, and it is fortun- 
ate that the Council escaped—by a pretty 
narrow margin—a split which must have left 
bitterness, shaken world confidence in the 
peace-control machinery, and perhaps have 
caused a permanent cleavage, with Russia 
standing alone, 

But the whole incident was not a happy 
start-off for a body whose course is bound 
to be difficult at best, which will need the 
closest possible co-operation among _ its 
members, and which must retain world con- 
fidence if it is to succeed. 


Steel-workers in Canada decided at their 
Hamilton conference to press for a minimum 
wage of $33.60 per week, a 40 hour work 
week, and holidays with pay. The demands 
are not extreme, which encourages hope that 
a settlement can be arranged without the 
industry being paralyzed at a time when 
steel is urgently needed, and prospectively 
scarcer even than it was in wartime. 


General MacArthur did not intervene to 
commute the death sentence imposed upon 
General Yamashita by the military court at 
Manilla. The refusal implies that General 
MacArthur agrees with the court that Yama- 
shita was personally responsible for the atro- 
cious crimes perpetrated by Japanese troops 
in the Philippines. That was the charge on 
which the Jap commander was convicted 
and sentenced. 


British radio listeners will have to pay 
$4.50 for their receiving set licenses in fu- 
ture, double the former charge. Canadian 
listeners pay $2.50. A difference is that the 
B.B.C. operates strictly as a public service 
system, carrying no advertising matter. 
The C.B.C. supplements its revenue by run- 
ning sponsored programs, Herbert Morrison, 
in defence of the increased fee, said the 
British system could not pay expenses and 
develop on the proceeds from 10 shilling 
licenses. That does not leave much hope that 
th C.B.C. could get along without advertis- 
ing unless the fee for a receiving set were 
doubled here also.

WHY DID JUDGE RAND refuse 
a union shop? Let him answer: 

“Basing my judgment on prin- 
ciples which I think the large 
majority of Canadians accept, I 
am unable in the circumstances 
to award a union shop. It would 
subject the company’s individual 
employees and their tenure of 
service to strife within the union 
and between them and the union 
which, with extraordinary conse- 
quences, in one instance has 
proved a serious matter for the 
company concerned: and it would 
deny the individual Canadian the 
right to seek work and to work 
independently of personal asso- 
ciation with any organized group. 


| It would also expose him even in 


a generally disciplined organiz- 
ation to the danger of arbitrary 
action of individuals and place 
his economic life at the mercy of 
the threat as well as of the action 
of the power in an uncontrolled 
and here an unmatured group”. 

Not much of wrong there. Under 
freedom, any man should have the 
right to refuse to join a union with- 
out penalty; the possibility of his 
being unwise in not joining one is 
another matter, is at any rate the 
man’s own business. 


MR. JUSTICE RAND did award 

the check-off. Says he: 

“The employees as a whole be- 
come the beneficiaries of union 
action, and I doubt if any circum- 
stance provokes more resent- 
ment in a plant than this sharing 
of the fruits of unionist work and 
courage by the non-member. It is 
irrelevant to try to measure bene- 
fits in a particular case: the pro- 
tection of organized labor is pre- 
mised as a necessary security to 
the body of employees. But the 
company in this case admits that 
substantial benefits for the em- 
ployees have been obtained by 
the union, some in negotiation 
and some over the opposition of 
the company.

WHAT IS WRONG WITH THIS? 
It is said that it involves taxation 
without representation; that it is 
a “negation of the principle whica 
has been a bedrock of British 
jliberties for centuries”, The say- 
jing is nonsense. Under the Rand 
award, provided for specifically, 
all non-union members in the 
Ford plant have the right to vote 
on the one vital thing which con- 
cerns them, namely: the calling of 
a strike. All strikes must be auth- 
orized by secret ballot, supervised 
by a government official, and all 
employees—union and non-union— 
may vote, Nothing of taxation with- 
out representation there. 


IT 1S ARGUED that no business 
should be compelled to collect dues 
for unions, that unions should be 
left to their own resources, The 
argument has merit. But Mr. Jus- 
| tice Rand was not asked to declare 
or do something which, if it is to be 
done at all, must be done by gen- 
eral legislation, by law; he was 
dealing with a special set of cir- 
cumstances in a special constitu- 
ency; he was not expected to throw 
his problem, which was simply to 
stop a strike in a particular plant, 
into the long delay of law-making. 
His job was to make an award on 
the spot within a given time. Mak- 
ing it he said: 

“The company’s suggestion 
was that in relation to the union 
Shop the union should be left to 
its own resources until such time 
as legislation was passed placing 
controls and requirements on the 

constitution of unions, their 
accountability to members and 
the public and other features of 
their internal organization. Bui 
this assumes the exhaustion of 
the resources of private negotia- 
tion, which I think unwarranted

THUS in brief Mr. Justice 
Rand's award. Its final test, its wis- 
dom or its lack of it, will be in its 
operation, What we owe it now, at 
least is effort to understand 
it—avoidance of attack on it with- 
out trying to understand it, This is 
no time for bias, for worship of 
sacred cows. All of us must be 
aware by this time that other sorts 
of economies exist, and that our 
sort is not at present working so 
smoothly that we can afford to keep 
it without any change whatsoever, 

Sometimes stubbornness is con- 
fused with principle. We would like 
to think that some people so con- 
fused would take time out to read 
what Mr. Justice Rand says in his 
award about the “absolutist concept 
of property,” and also about an

Housing Needs 


Editor, Bulletin: May I commend 
your paper on its excellent editon 
ia! in the Feb. 1 issue on the Hou» 
ing Scandal. The present housing 
shortage is causing untold suffer. 
ing and hardship to thousands of 
families, Struck hardest of all by 
this crisis are our returning service. 
men and their families. Bad housing 
is a social curse, a major contribut- 
ing factor to bad health and other@® 
evils, 

We need 100,000 houses per year 
in Canada for the next five years, 
can undertake 
50,000 per year, the maximum figure 
they ever attained. Public housing 
must provide the remainder 50,000 
veterans homes are needed right 
away. 

Private builders can build $5,000 
to $8,000 homes that rent for $40 a 
month and up. But the vast majority 
of veterans and wage earners can- 
not afford to buy, build or rent 
such houses. Government subsidized 
low rental homes is the only solue 
tion. All democratic countries ex 
cept Canada have adopted this prine 
cipie. It provides decent homes for 
low wage-earners, puts stability 
into the construction industry ($1 
spent on public housing means $40 
of employment) and rent subsidies 
cost the taxpayer less than bad 
houses. 

The Labor-Progressive party i 
at present conducting a housing 
campaign with the following de- 
mands being made upon the federal 
government: 

1, That 50,000 veteraps homes be 
built immediately to meet the pre- 
sent emergency. 

2. That a national housing pro- 
gram be adopted based on the 
building of 50,000 low rental hous- 
ing units annually for the next five 
years, 

3. That this scheme be financed 
by a one billion dollar loan.

NEW YORK, Feb, 8—(CP)—Can- 
ada yesterday was pictured to a 
United States audience as a coun- 
try proud of her war achievements, 
sovereign and confident, yet liable 
to frustration if the great powers 
were unable to compose their dif- 
ferences, and looking toward her 
north country for great expansion, 

THE PICTURE was given by 
Lester B. Pearson, Canadian ambas- 
sador to Washington, to a luncheon 
of the Rotary club of New York. 

“Canada enlisted more than 1,000,- 
000 men to fight,” Mr. Pearson said 
in reviewing war accomplishments. 

“We were the fourth largest pro- 
ducer of munitions and war supplies 
among the United Nations. 

“The amount of such supplies we 
geve our allies under mutual aid, 
was in terms of relative national in- 
come, even greater than you your- 
selves (the United States) gave 
under lend-lease.”

Hart Confident 
Of Tax Accord 
By Next Year 


VICTORIA, Feb. 8—(CP)—Pre- 
mier John Hart of British Columbia 
said in an interview here yesterday 


he is confident an agreement will 
be reached before March 31, 1947, 
on financial arrangements between 
the province and the Dominion 
government, 

MR, HART SAID he was holding 
out for a Dominion grant to super- 
sede a lump sum grant of $12,000,000 
plus, which nas been In effect 
since 1941, equal to the sum which 
would be derived if the maximum 
1941 provincial tax rate were col- 
lected by the province. 

In 1944, the premier said, the Do- 
minion government collected in ex- 
cess of $160,000,000 from corpora- 
tion and personal income taxes in 
B.C. The sum which would be 
provided by the Dominion govern- 
ment if it agreed to reimburse the 
province with the money that the 
1941 provincial tax would yield has 
been estimated as being in the 
neighborhood of $25,000,000, 


THE DOMINION proposal at the 
present time is that the provinces 
will be given a lump sum based on 
population. 

Mr. Hart has campaigned that 
this sum would be inadequate for 
B.C. since the population has in- 
creased and the industrial produc- 
tion has increased considerably 
since 1941, 

The Dominion’s proposal of pay- 
ment on a per capita basis would 
provide B.C. with only $9,800,000 in 
lieu of income, and corporation 
taxes and succession duties and 
the Dominion subsidy made under 
provisions of the BNA Act. 

Limited to this revenue, B.C. 
would not be able to provide the 
services which it had able to pro- 
vide in the past, the premier said.

STETTLER—"The financial bis, 
dition of the town is excellent,” 
Mayor T. J. Kirby told the annual 
ratepayers’ meeting held in the 
town hall recently. Mr. Kirby re- 
vealed that total tax ‘arrears, 
amounting to $1,925, were the low- 
est in the town’s history. Out of a 
total current levy of $48,256, 97.5 
per cent collection was made in 
1945. 

MR. KIRBY warned of two im-| 
portant problems the town must 
solve, water supply and the heavy 
demand for building lots. He said 
that four new wells were drilled 
during 1945 but that they had fail-| 
ed to produce sufficient supplies 
and that the town was considering 
installing household meters in an} 
effort to conserve supplies.

|and household equipment. 

A single veteran who {is living 
with and contributing to the sup- 
port of dependent parents, broth- 
ers, sisters, etc, may also purchase 
either a radio or a piano, subject 
to the above conditions—but his 
application must be carefully in- 
vestigated — and this will probably 
include a follow-up. 

DISABLED VETERANS, whose 
disability restricts their normal 
activities are also to be given fav- 
orable consideration, as are older 
veterans or widowers, who are in 
steady employment and living in 
furnished quarters. 

It is quite obvious from the regu- 
lations that the intention is to 
permit anyone who can be expect- 
ed to get use out of these two arti- 
cles to now use his credit to ac- 
quire one—or both.
